UNEARTH INDIAN CULTURE 
NEAR MACLEOD, ALBERTA 


Evidence of two perhaps widely 
separated generations of Indian 
culture are believed by Boyd Wett 
laufer to have been brought to 
light by the New Mexico Univer 
sity expedition of which he is in 
charge near Macleod.

RECLAIMING COMBINED STRAW 


There will be a shortage of all 
types of feed for livestock this 
winter, it is generally anticipated, 
Straw, then, will be an important 
commodity, 

The straw bunches, says M. E, 
Dodds, Swift Current Experimental 
Station, has had a lot of attention 
as a simple equipment for reclaim. 
ing straw from the combine, The 
attachment varies in size from a 
small carrier, collecting and dump- 
ing straw in bunches up to 75 Ibs,, 
up 
Ibs. Smaller ones are at 
tached directly to the combine; the 
larger ones are trailers or semi- 
trailers, Choice of equipment may 
depend on the method of picking 
up the bunches, 

Pickup bailers are another means 
of reclaiming straw from combines. 
Two or more combine windrows 
may be brought together with a 
side delivery rake and then hand 
led with a bailer,
